And that is the third and laſt ſtep 
(which ſetteth Kings at their juſt elevation ) 
Gods holy Hill of Sion ſpeaketh their Supre- 
macy inall Cauſes, and overall Perſons, as 
well Ecclefiaſtical, as Civil. 

There 1s one, and but one thing, now 
behinde, vis. Fifthly, The irreſiſtible power 
of God inall this, who whatever ſtands in 
his, or their way ; Tet ſetteth his Kings up- 
on his holy Hill of Ston.

Honour, and Satery fer, and ſerled there,
